1. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement.of reasons for allowance: This 
Examiner has removed the secondafy referencei (U.S. Patent No. 5784985 issued to 
Lodico) in view of the interview held . with the applicant and his representative On 14 
August 2002 (see paper #7). Hence, the applicant's independent claims 1, 24 and 25 
are neither anticipated nor made obvious by the remaining primary reference (U.S. 
Patent No. 5816232). The reason: neither Bell nor the analogous prior art discloses 
applicant's claimed deflector for deflecting paintballs downward.
